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COUNTY MUST 
PAY PREMIUM 
ON FIVE BONDS 


Recent Act Of 1929 
Legislature Makes It 
Compulsory, Solici­ 
tor Advises. 


ACT EFFECTIVE 
ON MAY 2, 1929 


Attorney J L. Williams, solicitor 
for the Adams county commission­ 
ers. Informed thpm at their weekly 
meeting today that the provisions 
of the general county act. passed 
by the 1929 legislature, made it com­ 
pulsory for the commissioners to 
pay the premiums of bonds given 
by the sheriff, prothonotary, regis­ 
ter and recorder, treasurer and clerk 
of the courts. 
The 
solicitors 
information was 
contained in a letter, the contents 
of which follow' 
“Recently there was referred to 
me a legal question as to whether 
the county of Adams is liable for 
the premiums on the official bonds 
required by law to be given by the 
sheriff, prothonotary, register and 
recorder, treasurer, 
clerk of 
til'* 
courts and other county officers 
“The history of the legislation on 
this subject is Interesting. The act 
of May 23. 1907, P. L 225, No. 173, 
provides that when an employe ot 
any county, et a1., shall be required 
to give a bond for the faithful per­ 
formance of his duties, and such 
bond shall be requried to be endors­ 
ed by a surety company, it shall be 
lawful for such county to pay the 
premium on such bond 
AH Is Amended 
“This act remained in force until 
April 26, 1923, when It was amend­ 
ed and appealed by Act. No 
78 
page 105. by inserting the words 
officer 
or’ in front of 
the word 
employe, the other language being 
i,‘*’*entiral 
“Then came the net of May 2 
1929, No. 446. and known an ’The 
General County Law.’ 
“This provides in Section 54. page 
1289, that the bonds of all county 
officers and of 
all their deputies, 
clerks and assistants required by 
law to Rive bonds to the county 
.‘hall be by one or more surety com­ 
panies. and the premiums of such 
bonds shall 
be paid 
out of the 
county treasury. 
“It will be noticed that the first 
two acts permit premiums oil bonds 
to be paid by the county as a law’- 
ful act of 
expenditure, and that 
the last one is mandatory in its 
language and requires all such pre­ 
miums to be 
paid out 
of county 
funds. 
“It must be borne in mind that 
there is a legal distinction between 
an act that shall be lawful for the 
commissioners to perform 
as this 
implies consideration and the exer­ 
cise of judgment and discretion on 
their part, and such other duties or 
payments which are made manda­ 
tory upon them 
In the latter case 
they have no discretion as to the 
payments of reasonable claims prop­ 
erly presented and authenticated 
Effective la st May 
* I therefore have to advise you 
that such premiums on bonds of all 
officers qualifying after May 2. 1929, 
Will have to be [Mild from monies 
received from the tax payers of the 
county. The 
premiums 
on 
the 
bonds of 
such officers 
qualifying 
prior to May 2. 1929. is a matter 
to be determined by the considera­ 
tion and 
good judgment 
of the 
commissioners, of course .eeing that 
each officer Is treated fairly and no 
discrimination mad* between them. 
“Incidentally you had the subject 
matter in mind .several weeks ago, 
when, with the approbation of the 
county auditors, you fixed the sal­ 
ary of R 
Blaine 
Kitzmiller, the 
newly-eltcted county treasurer, 
as 
the annual premium on his bond 
amounts to one hundred eighty-five 
dollars, which the county will have 
to pay, and he also w ill receive some 
commissions 
on 
thirty 
or 
forty 
thousand dollars necessary to 
derm the outstanding county bonds

Local State Patrolmen 
T ra vel 74,779 M iles in 
1929 on Regular Patrol 


If all the miles traveled by the 
four members of the Gettysburg sub­ 
station of the Pennsylvania state 
highway patrol in regular and spe­ 
cial patrols during 1929 were placed 
end for end they would encircle the 
world almost three times. 
According to an annual report of 
the activities of the local sub-sta- 
tion of the motor patrol, the four 
patrolmen rode 74.779 miles during 
1929. 
During last year, the local quar­ 
tet of motorcycle officers conducted 
710 
investigations, 
recovered 
36 
stolen automobiles, recovered other 
stolen property of an approximate 
value of $2,960. arrested 21 drunken 
drivers and apprehended six hit- 
and-run drivers. 
And what has been done and is 
being done by the local sub-station 
of the highway patrol is duplicated 
to a certain extent by each of the 
other 
74 
sub-stations 
throughout 
Pennsylvania. The activities of the 
motor patrol constitute an appreci­ 
able amount of the police w’ork done 
in the stute every year. 
In making public a report of their 
1929 activities, the patrol officials 
point out it is their aim “to police 
the highways of this commonwealth 
as carefully and efficiently as the 
streets of 
a 
large city, 
thereby 
affording the traveling public police 


protection as well as giving protec­ 
tion to the rural residents.”

which has its headquarters on the 
second floor of the Hotel Gettysburg

Patrolm en

the state and the patrolmen are 
available for duty 24 hours a day, 
365 days a year. Although their first 
duties are the enforcement of the 
provisions of the motor code and 
the direction of traffic, the patrol­ 
men are available as escorts for 
touring parties, funerals and of­ 
ficials. 
Although the patrolmen are well- 
j trained at the training school at 
Harrisburg for their regular duties, 
they are frequently called upon to 
face situations for which they must 
rely upon their own judgment and 
discretion.
